public tonight by William H. Osborn, 
Cortfmissioner of Internal Revenue, 

During the fiscal ‘year 1916 the receipts 
from individual incéme tax aggregated 
$67,943;594.88, as compared with $41,- 
036,162.08 for 1915. The corporation 
income tax payments during 1916 aggre- 
gated $56,993,697.98, as compared with 
$39, 155,596.77 in 1915. From both sources 
the Government collected $124,37,- 
252.61, as-compared with $80,201,758.86 
in 1915. 

The personal income tax was paid by 
336,652 persons. Of these 120,402 paid 
on net incomes of between $5,000 and 
$10,000 a year. The number of married 
persons paying tax was 266,153.

WEST OF MONASTIR 


Fighting North and East of City 
Restricted to Artillery Be- 
cause of Bad Weather. 


PARIS, Nov. 26.—Fresh progress for 
the Italians m their northward drive 
west of Monastir is reported by the War 
Office today in its statement dealing 
with operations on the Macedonian 
front.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—A- wide 
range of questions relating to peace and 
problems growing out of the progress 
of the war in Eurcpe will be considered 
at the second annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Woman's Peace Party, to. be held 
in Washington on Dec. 8, 9, and 10, un- 
der the Presidency of Miss Jane Addams 
of Chicago. Among the subjects to be 
discussed at a mass meeting of the dele- 
gates tu be held at a theatre on the 
afternoon of Dec. 10. will be» military 
traihing, action by neutrais to shorten 
the war, the Union Against Militarism, 
foreign investments and war, dependent 
nationalities in relation to world peace 
and the “war settlement.’’ M.ss Ad- 
dams wil preside and will speak on 
some phase of “ internationalism.’ 

The chief matter before the business 
sessions of the convention will be the 
discugsion of a “congressional pro- 
gram.” One of the leading subjects pro- 
posed as part of th.s ‘program is the 
creation of a joint commission of ex- 
perts, representing Japan, China, and 
the United States, to study the complex 
questions at issue between the Orient 
and this country. The passage of the 
law advocated by the American Bar As- 
sociation, ving Federal control over 
aliens, is also to be considered, as well 
as a recommendation that action be 
taken to convene the Third Hague Peace 
Conference. The pinto that foreign 
investments should be made at the risk 
of the investor will also be discussed. 

The American delegates of the Interna- 
tional Committee of Women for Perma- 
nent Peace, who are to participate in the 
Woman's Congress, to be héld at. the 
same time and “place as the official 
conference that frames peace, for the 
present Huropean war, will, meet .in 
conference in Washington on Dec 10

VILLA’S NEW ACTIVITIES. 

There is poor encouragement for the 
hope that the agreement reached by 
the International Commission might 
clear away some of the complexities 
of the Mexican situation, in the re- 
iterated reports from the border that 
VitLa has actually taken possession 
of the City of Chihuahua again, that 
he intends to seize the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railway and possess himself of 
the rich cotton crop of the Laguna 
district. The reports may be, prob- 
ably they are, exaggerated. Torreon, 
the capital of the Laguna district, is 
far south of Chihuahma, and the 
going is not good. But VILLa has 
taken Torreon before, in spite of 
severe opposition, and there is no 
doubt that he is active again, and at 
his old business of defying all other 
Mexican authority. Nearly eight 
months have elapsed since he led a 
band across the border, committed 
many murders in Columbus, N. M., 
and managed to elude both Mexican 
and American pursuers. He was then 
classed asa bandit. If he actually re- 
takes Chihuahua and then proceeds 
toward Torreon he will again be a 
military commander, and his band of 
followers will be an army. 

With every desire to help the de 
facto Government of CaRRANZA, the 
Government of the United States can 
scarcely afford to withdraw General 
PERSHING’s column from Mexico while 
ViLLa and his forces are so active, if 
the presence of thap column of troops 
on Mexican soil ig actually useful in 
preventing murderous raids upon our 
border. We must assume that it is 
useful to that end. There have lately 
been no raids, although VILLA is armed 
and has many followers, and has cer- 
tainly not been cured of his disposi- 
tion to do all the harm he can to this

SUNDAY MOVING PICTURES. 

The National Association of the 
Moving Picture Industry is consider- 
ing what action to take relative to the 
recent decision of the Appellate Divis- 
ion of the Supreme Court of the 
Third Department, the district of Al- 
bany and northern New: York, that 
exhibitions of moving pictures on Sun- 
day are illegal. It is natural that 
these men, who are law-abiding citi- 
zens, should be anxious to save from 
collapse a perfectly honorable enter- 
prise in which they and others have 
invested many millions of dollars. 

The recent decision, to be sure, ap- 
plies only to a part of the State. But 
it has been hailed as an entering 
wedge by the large and influential 
portion of the community which is 
opposed to all public entertainment on 
Sunday. The_effort to restore the 
Puritan Sabbath on the first day of 
the week, in all its old rigidity, is 
persistent. But’ it seems incredible 
that any intelligent human being who 
is familiar with the modern conditions 
of life in American cities can believe 
that this can ever be done. It is per- 
tectly true that the prevailing senti- 
ment in this community has been in 
favor of letting a sleeping dog lie. 
This question of Sunday amusements 
we have agreed to treat tolerantly. 
Every provision exists to ‘suppress 
them whenever they become actually 
objectionable. 

But to the advocates of a Sunday 
devoid of all worldly diversions they 
are all objectionable, including the 
concerts of pure music, such as those 
of ‘the Philharmonic and Symphony 
Societies, which/thousands of good 





persons in this city, three millions in 
the State of New York derive pleasure 
and measurable intellectual profit 
from the exhibitions of moving pic- 
tures on Sundays. . They will scarcely 
submit to being deprived of this inno- 
cent amusement without vigorous pro- 
test. The one way, the ohly ‘way, to 
acclimatize at is called the Con~- 
tinental Sunday in this country, is by 
permitting the spirit of intolerance to 
enjoy a temporary triumph. This 
enormous city is cosmopolitan, its: in- 
habitants represent all the nationali- 
ties. It is an orderly, decent, well- 
goverhed “city. The Sunday’ mov- 
img pictures keep nobody from the 
churches. 

Demoralizing shows should not be 
permitted on any day of the week. We 
doubt very much if ‘public opinion in 
New York City, in any large city of 
New York State, will tolerate the sup- 
pression of good and harmless moving 
pictures on Sunday. ‘If their exhibi- 
tion is really against-the law (and we 
fancy that the case upon which the 
Appellate Division’s’ decision is based 
is susceptible of reargument) the law 
will eventually be changed.

* REFORMING THE I. W. W. 

The release of QUINLAN, who was 
sentenced to jail for inciting riot in 
Paterson, has caused his admirers and 
sympathizers to protest against the 
“lynching ” of him under the forms 
of law. In theory they are. justified. 
In practical result the “legal lynch- 
ers” are justified, according to QuiN- 
LAN. Upon his release he said: 

I am convinced that direct action is 
not ‘the way to win strikes—the only 
way to get relief is through politics. 

The silk strike of 1918 furnishes the 
best proof that I. W. W. methods are 
unavailing. The workers were worse 
off after six months of strike than 
they were in the beginning. The I. W. 
W. has not enough power to solve the 
labor problem, and its methods are 
unwise. In the East particularly it is 
a very weak organization, 

It would be weaker still if there were 
‘more Quinlan cases. And QUINLAN 
himself is a better man, whether or 
not his betterment is the result of 
lamentable procedure. Bad as,it may 
have been, it remedied matters which 
were worse, and is better than the 
Western procedure by Committees of 
Law and Order. In Seattle the citi- 
zens have formed such a committee, 
which in formal resolutions has repri- 
manded the Mayor for his failure to 
prevent the naval expedition of the 
I. W. W. from invading Everett with 
fatal results. 

Paterson illustrates the excess of 
zeal of procedure in forms of law. 
Seattle and Everett illustrate the error 
of neglecting the forms of law. In 
Paterson QUINDAN was sent to jail 
after trial. In Seattle and Everett 
scores of the I. W. W. were sent to 
jail, and it is hard to say what would 
happen to them if they were to be met 
in'the streets by the committee. There 
are defects in both methods. At least 
it is not possible to say of the prose- 
cutors of QUINLAN in Paterson what 
Judge BuBKE said of those responsible 
for the administration of law in Seat- 
tle and Everett: 

We stand as accessories before the 
fact to the crime of murder, and we 
have stood idly by in the face of a 
proclaimed purpdse to violate the law 
and commit murder. 

The incidents at Paterson were not 
as bad as those at Seattle and Everett, 
and it is not possible to apply to those 
who judge the Paterson incidents 
leniently the full condemnation of 
Judge Burke. If the I. W. W. were 
more considerate of the law, the law 
should return the compliment in kind, 
East or West. 
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HANGING WITHOUT TRIAL. 
The plan of the Hon. Joun J. Fitz+ 
GERALD and other friends of Germany 
and twisters of the Lion's tail to renew 


of more than a century ago by prohib- 
iting the exportation of foodstuffs has 
already won enthusiastic disapproval 
from the farmers. If there is to be an 
embargo, says the National Grange, 
slap it “on manufactured goods, par- 
“ticularly munitions of war. This

“ buys.” 

Naturally, if there must be an em- 
bargo, every interest will insist that it 
be laid on some other interest. Mr. 
FITZGERALD’s project is likely to find 
hard sledding. The farmers mention 
as one of the causes of the high prices 
of farm products the eccentric weather 
of the last year. Spring .wag long, 
cold, wet. <A spell of hot, dry weath- 
er, covering a large region, followed. 
Acreage and crop were smaller in con- 
sequence. The Northwest. wheat crop 
failed. In many ‘sections’ corn, pota- 
toes, and vegetables failed in part. 
Mr. FITZGERALD might propose an em- 
bargo on “ bad weather for farmers.” 

The shortage of harvests, here and 
abroad, where millions of farmers 
and laborers have been sowing and 
reaping for Death, is an obvious gen- 
eral cause of scarcity and enhanced 
prices. Other patent general causes 
are the enormous importation of gold 
ipto the United States and the scarcity 
of labor, increasing wages and the cost 
of everything. High wages, an in- 
crease of the cost of living, are an or- 
dinary symptom or product of flush 
times. Moreover, the tendency of the 
cost of living to rise has been noted

Embargoists.should ponder the say- 
ing of HERBERT SPENCER to the effect 
that, before proceeding: to remedial 
legislation, legislators should inquire 
into the causes of the evil to be reme- 
died. If there are special, hidden, and 
artificial causes of the prevailing high 
prices of foodstuffs, if anywhere there 
is local forestalling or ‘regrating, if 
there are other altruyists like the pru-

Assumption. great war began—and 
there are a few who still do that—can 
read hardly a page without realizing 
that there has been a solution of con- 
tinuity in the affairs and ideas of hu- 
manity more abrupt and more nearly 
complete than hitherto has been recorded 
in history. It is especially in the old 
assumptions and habits of thought that 
the change has comé. 

We were all living comfortably three 
years ago in the belief that not a few 
misfortunes familiar enough in the 
rather remote past had ceased to be pos- 
sible in a wiser and better world. Ease 
of travel and facilities for quick com- 
munication, everybody believed and said, 
had done quite away with the ignorances 
and misunderstandings that were the 
causes of international enmities. War, 
except in the form of little punitive ex- 
peditions still laggards in the march of 
progress, was demonstrably too expen- 
sive for any nation to think of under- 
taking it, even if the old motives of con- 
quest and robbery had survived among 
civilized peoples, which, of course, they 
had not. Territorial boundaries were 
hardly more than lines on the map, 80 
easily were they crossed for either busi- 
ness or pleasure, and wherever a de- 
cently behaved traveler or student went 
in the older lands he was sure of a 
courteous welcome. 

The stranger, the forelener. was no 
longer hated or despised except in the 
lowest social strata, and if we were not 
all exactly brothers and sisters, at least 
we gladly admitted that we were all 
close relatives in one big family. Every- 
body had a good word to say for almost 
everybody else, and another Age of Gold 
was close at hand or already arrived. 

There is nothing of this in the litera- 
ture of today. Deep interracial hostilf- 
tles are recognized as existing, and 
sometimes they are \called permanent. 
Fierce epithets are exchanged between 
nations, and the fiercest are aimed from 
all directions at the one which formerly 
had perhaps the most of general liking 
and respect. These mutations are as 
visible in fiction as in the more seri- 
ous forms of literature. But they are 
not mecessarily to be lamented. We 
were living before in a mist of iYusion, 
and now, though the light !s so cold and 
hard, we know where we are and what 
our neighbors are—which is always, a 
gain.

Take, for instance, the claim made in 
the. American farmer’s behalf that 
though the amount per acre of prac- 
tically every crop raised by him is far 
below the European standard of peace 
times, he produces more per man em+ 
ployed in agriculture than anybody else. 
That means that he uses machinery 
more than do his chief foreign rivals, but 
he does that as an American rather than 
as a farmer, and it by no means justifies 
the quality of his farming as:shown by 
the test of bushels or pounds per acre, 
and the use of machinery is not incom- 
patible with the most scientific and pro- 
ductive farming. 

The plea that farm labor in this coun. 
try is scarce and costly is a confession 
in avoidance rather than in mitigation, 
Some American farmers compete suc- 
cessfully with the factories for intelli- 
gent labor by giving all-the-year-round 
employment, instead of a few weeks or

Every accusation against a driver or 
chauffeur that provides e@ necessary 
data is followed up by the association. 
For a first offense a’ mild warning is 
sent, forthe second a letter of sharp 
reproof and warning, and when a third 
one against the same individual comes 
in his prosecution in court is begun. 
Like action is taken in case of official 
negligence. . 

The effort is educational rather than 
vindictive, for investigation has con- 
vinced the association that a large ma- 
jority of street accidents are due to 
habitual carelessness or incompetence 
that can be discovered before serious 
consequerices have resulted from it. And 


‘discovery often means a timely cure. 


Working against the success of the 
plan is the characteristic American dis- 
inclination to take personal trouble for 
a public purpose, but in Minneapolis the 
accusing letters or postal cards are 
treated as confidential, and the writers 
are not summoned as witnesses. That

More Letters on the Questions 
Raised by the “‘Cosmos” Articles.

In the series of remarkable articles 
written by ‘‘Cosmos"’ and your own 
editorials, a momentous question is ably 
discussed: ‘ All Want Peace. Why Not 
Have It Now?’’ Why? Because the 
Central Powers want peace’ on their 


| own terms, and the Entente Powers on 


theirs, and there is no power on the 
earth which could force them to agree 
before a decisive military defeat ‘or the 
one and victory for the other. The Ger- 
man people firmly believe that their 
Government prosecutes a defensive war, 
and they will not change their mind 
unless they were told by thgir own. Gov- 
ernment that they were misled. But 
there is no power on the earth, even a 
military defeat, which could force tie 
German Government to make such an 
admission. The Germans would stand 
anything, even a defeat, but not dis- 
honor. 

Only a crushing military defeat would 
make the two belligerents agree, for in- 
stance, on the Polish question. The 
Teutonic Powers want to make the 
Polish Kingdom out of the Russian- 
Polish provinces, ruled by some Ger- 
man Prince, and allied to the Central 
Powers. Russia, on the contrary, wants 
to unite the Polish provinces now pus- 
sessed by Prussia, Austria, and Russia, 
and to keep the resuscitated kingdom 
under tne Russian sovereignty. And we 
may well imagine what the Poles them- 
selves understand under the term “ free 
Poland.” 

Only a crushing military defeat may 
force the Germans to recognize that a 
treaty is not merely a piece of paper, 
that German Kultur is not a true civi- 
lization, and that a policy based on the 
slogan, ‘ Necessity knows no laws,” 
is equivalent to piracy.

“The League of Foreign Nations” 
a Pro-German>’ Enterprise. 


University of Chicago, Nov. 24, 1916. 
To the. Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Thursday, Nov. 23, 
you print a telegram referring to the 
“*League of Foreign Nations of Rus- 
sia.” This same organization, claiming 
to represent 97,000,000 Russians, sent a 
cable to President Wilson last June 
which seemed to invite him to inter- 
vene and stop the war, because it was 
bringing great sufferings to the non- 
Russian elements in the Russian Em- 
pire. When this appeal became public, 
many of the recognized leaders of the 
various national parties in Russia pub- 
licly protested against the appeal. The 
Polish deputies in the Russian Duma 
took formal action, repudiating their 
former colleague, the present President 
of the league. The Lithuanian Com- 
mittee in Switzerland announced that 
its name had been used without au- 
thority. The.  Mussulman leaders’ in 
Russia told me that the Mohammedan 
signer wag&the one Pan-Islamist_ in 
Russia wi t any following. 

In the’ letter of Mr. Sliozberg, the 
prominent Jewish leader, which you 
published some weeks ago, reference is 
made to this league, Mr. Sliozberg then 
wrote: ‘‘‘ Jewish political circles were 
astounded by the impudence of two 
Jews who took part, it would seem, in 
some kind of declaration against Russia, 
addressed to the Pres@lent of the United 
States, drawn up in-Stockholm in the 
name of all non-Russian elements of 
the empire. I stand very close to all 
Jewish political spheres, and must 
testify directly that these persons are 
unknown to Jewish political leaders in 
Russia, dad that they have no au- 
thorizat! from any Jewish groups or 
circles.” |. 

This “ league,” organized by a Baron 
von der Roop, is clearly a pro-German 
enterprise; it is amusing to hear it pre- 
tend to speak In the name of 97,000,000

Alsace-Lorraine is distinctly such. a 
question. For forty-four years. 
symbolic statue of Strasbourg in the 
Place la Concorde, surrounded as 
it has by pathetic’ evidences of 
the mournful feeling of the French 
people, has borne. eloquent testi- 
mony to this fact, Should it be said 
that the future of Alsace-Lorraine 
is to be settled on the strict princi- 
ples of nationality, and that if so, , 
settled the issue would be in large 
part favorable to France, the an- 
swer is that unless France herself 
were satisfied there would remain 
planted in the very heart of Europe 
the seeds either of another intér- 
national war or of long generations 
of international suspicion, hostility, 
and unhappiness. 


In 1870 Mr. -Gladstone supported 
in the British Cabinet the view that 
the transfer of Alsace and Lor- 
raine from French to German 
sovereignty without reference to the 
populations could not be regarded 
in principle as a question between 
the two belligerents.only since it 
involved considerations of legiti- 
mate interest to @if the powers of 
Europe. He pointed éut its bearing 
upon the Bel, on and upon 
those principle ‘which were likely 
to be of great “conséquence in the 
eventual settlement of the Eastern 
question. . 

The Deputids from ~Alsace and 
Lorraine who.had seats in the 
French National Assembly con- 
voked at Bordeaux to settle terms of 
peace with Germany. left no one in 
doubt as to the wishes of those 
whom they represented. On Feb. 
17, 1871, these Deputies presented 
to the National Assembly this ring- 
ing declaration, which had been 
submitted to Gambetta and which 
had the approval of, Victor Hugo, 
Louis Blanc, Edgar Quin Cle- 
menceau, and other leading 
bers of the republican party: 

Alsace and Lorraine are opposed to 
alienation. * * * These two prov- 
inces, associated with France for 
more than two centuries in good and 
in evil fortune,*and constantly ex- . 
posed to hostile attack, have con- 
sistently sacrificed themselves in the 
cause of national greatness. They 
have sealed with their blood the in- 
dissoluble compact that binds them 
to French unity. Under the present 
menace of foreign pretensions, they 
affirm their unshakable fidelity in 
the face of all obstacles and dangers, 
even under the yoke of the invader. 
With one accord citizens who. have 
remained in their homes, as well as 
soldiers who have hastened to join 
the colors, proclaim, the former by 
their votes and the latter by their 
action in the field, to Germany and 
to the world the unalterable deter- 
mination of Alsace and of Lorraine 
to remain French territory. France 
cannot consent to or determine by 
treaty the cession of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. * * * We now proclaim as 
forever inviolable the right of Alsa- 
tians and Lorrainers to remain mem- 
bers of the French Nation, and we 
pledge ourselves, our .compatriots, 

ur children, and our children’s 

Children, to vindicate that right 
through all time and by all possible 
ways in the face of those who usurp 
authority over us. 

Nevertheless, the National Assem- 
bly, under the constraint of over- 
whelming military defeat, accepted 
the treaty of peace on-Maych 1. 

It was a solemn and pathetic’ mo- 
ment when, before withdrawing 
from the National Assembly, the 
Deputies from Alsace and from Lor- 
raine read out their famous Pro- 
test of Bordeaux: 

We, who, in defiance of all jus- 
tice, have been given over by an 
odious abuse of power to foreign 
domination, have.a last-dyty to per- 
form. We declare_a compact which 
disposes of us without eur consent 
null and void. It will ever remain 
open to each and alk of us to claim 
our rights in such tianner and in 
such gmeasure ‘as conscience shail 
dictate. * * * Ours brothers of 
Alsace and Lorraine, now cut off 
from the common family, will pre- 
serve their filfal affection for the 
France now absent from their homes 
until the day when she returns to 
take her place there again.

It is 
futile to suggest as an alternative 
the incorporation of Alsace-Lorraine 
in the German Empire with rights 
of autonomy. It is equally futile to 
propose to obliterate and to over- 
turn old geographical and political 
distinctions and landmarks by some 
new alignment of communities: It 
is futile, too, to suggest that Alsace- 
Lorraine be erected into an inde- 
pendent State. whose neutrality 
would be guaranteed by her neigh- 
bors. All these are ways of not 
dealing with the problem. In the 
interest, and as part, of a durable 
peace Germany must yield back Al- 
sace-Lorraine to France.

The rumor regarding our relations 
with Germany was quickly disproved, 
and other adverse reports were dis- 
credited. That proved the turning 
point in the market. Reassured by 
the disproof of a false rumor the pub- 
lic again bought more confidently, 
and many traders who had been sell- 
ing short, covered. Many others re- 
sumed their operations on the long 
side with new courage.. The close 
of the week found prices advancing 
again. after having undergone a 
smart decline, but they had not re- 
gained all of the ground which they 
lost. e 


Surface conditions rather than fun- 
damental factors accounted for the 
week’s movement on the Stock Ex- 
change. Some speculating groups had 
overbought, and many relatively weak 
traders had taken stocks over from 
stronger hands, and the market thus 
found itself in a condition which tem- 
porafily favored the activities of the 
bears. Yet all the while fundamental 
conditions were favorable, and in due 
course they reasserted themselves. 
A short-lived flurry in money helped 
to depress prices, but the news of a 
new gold import movement and the 
return of call money to below 2 per 
cent. put the money market again on 
the side of the market optimists. 

One of the striking items in last 
week’s news was the announcement 
by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion of another 10 per cent. wage in- 
crease, the third to be made effective 
this year. That is as good a proof 
as one could ask of prosperity. The 
Steel Corporation could not, if it 
would, advance wages to this ex- 
traordinary extent were it not itself 
very prosperous, for employers must 
first get money before they can pay 
it out, This further wage increase, 
however, means more than that the 
Steel Corporation has been very pros- 
perous this year. It means that its 
management is convinced that it will 
continue to be very prosperous for an 
indefinite time to come. And so does 
all the evidence at hand go to show. 
That is true of American business as 
a whole, and it is the fundamental 
explanation of the confidence which 
the public has been showing in se- 
curities. 


It ex- 
planation of the willingness which the 
country is showing to go further in 
the direction of ‘financing the re- 
quirements of the European Govern- 
ments, which are buying with so free 


is also the fundamental 


a hand in the American markets. As 
the country grows more conscious of 
its financial power, which has been 
greatly increased by the extraordi- 
nary profits which have come to it 
during the past two years, it feels 
warranted in extending a larger share 
of financial support to the customers 
who have contributed so much to 
those profits. We are becoming ac- 
customed to the work of a creditor 
nation. 

| No doubt it would be simpler to take 

;the trade and bother about nothing 
}more, just as it would be simpler to 
| accept prosperity and ignore the 
problems to which prosperity gives 
rise; but we cannot. Wage demands 
and other labor requirements, trans- 
portation problems and the like are 
vexatious, no doubt, but they are in- 
separably connected with the expan- 
sion of trade and with the greater 
profits which come from such ex- 
pansion. We cannot have one with- 
out the other any more than we can 
have one side of a coin without the 
other. They belong together in the 
providential scheme of counterpoises. 
Likewise we cannot have foreign 
trade in unlimited and unfailing 
amount if we shut off our foreign 
customers from a¢cess to our banking 
resources. We have a right to do 
that if we will, but we cannot do it 
without paying for it in terms of 
trade foregone. 

There seems to be a disposition even 
in certain official quarters to look 
longingly at the gold of the world 
and to wish for all of it that we can 
possibly get. Thanks to the extraor- 
dinary conditions which prevail in 
the world’s trade as a result of the 
war the amount which we can com- 
mand, if we insist upon it, is very 
great indeed. We have already got- 
ten it by hundreds of millions, and no 
doubt hundreds of millions more can 
be had if have it we must. A new 
import movement is expected to be- 
gin today, which may extend to an- 
o.her $50,000,000, and there are many 
times that sum in the gold fund from 
which this is to be drawn. Do we 
need it? Do we really want it? 

Bank reserves are abundant, and 
that despite the fact that a very large 
amount of gold is being made to play 
the menial part of mere till money, a 
low estate for gold. We do not need 
all we already have, let alone further 
huge amounts of the metal. We do 
not need it, but do we want it? More 
gold can have little other effect than 
to put prices, which are already so 
high, still higher. That would hardly 
be serving a useful purpose, inasmuch 
as it would accentuate further the dis- 
advantage in which those with fixed 
incomes already find themselves, and 
would increase the extent of the re- 
adjustments which will be necessitat- 
ed when the turn in conditions comes. 
Merely to refrain from bringing in 
more gold will not keep prices down, 
but every gold import adding to an 
already redundant supply of the 
metal increases the forces of inflation. 
This is one of the very practical rea- 
sons which prompt the country to act 
as banker as well as merchant for our 
foreign customers. ;
